O Dr. John Ross hopeful province will adopt emergency 
room standards O Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald’s response to report expected next week

Dr. John Ross released Nova Scotia’s first 
comprehensive set of emergency room 
standards Thursday. 

Ross, the man tasked with recommend¬ 
ing improvements to the province’s ailing 
emergency-care system, said he’s hopeful 
the standards will be adopted in full by the 
Dexter government. 

The standards revolve around nine 
points, including access to service, triage, 
staffing qualifications, performance of 
both district health authorities and individ¬ 
ual sites, patient satisfaction and equip¬ 
ment. 

If accepted by Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald, the standards will set a mini¬ 
mum bar for quality of service — one Ross 
hopes will eventually be improved upon. 

The first — and perhaps most controver¬ 
sial — standard states 24-7 emergency care 
should be within an hour’s drive for 95 per 
cent of Nova Scotians. 

“As we evolve over the next few years...

there are a number of emergency depart¬ 
ments clustered together that we can start 
looking at some alternate rules for them,” 
said Ross. 

When Ross delivered his report on 
emergency care in October, opposition par¬ 
ties were quick to point out accepting his 
recommendations would break an NDP 
election promise to keep all provincial 
emergency rooms open. 

MacDonald said Thursday she needed 
time to review Ross’s standards before she 
would commit to accepting or rejecting 
them. 

“It’s the last piece that we need before 
we respond to his entire report,” she said.

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Siiqiect emeiges in 11-year-old case 


Jeffrey Albert Lynds of 
North River has been 
named in court docu¬ 
ments as the killer of Hells 
Angels member Randy 
Mersereau, who disap¬ 
peared 11 years ago. 

And Gerald Leslie Mac- 
Cabe, 43, of Salmon River 
has been charged with ac- 
cessoiy after the fact in 
Mersereau’s death. 

The RCMP’s major- 
crime unit has also estab¬ 
lished a mobile command 
centre on Hiram Lynds 


Road in North River where 
a search is underway in a 
nearby wooded area. 

Police would not con¬ 
firm Mersereau’s body had 
been found, although the 
Nova Scotia Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s vehicle was at 
the site Thursday. 

Lynds, who also has ties 
with the Hells Angels, re¬ 
mains in custody in a Mon¬ 
treal jail where he is 
charged in an unrelated 
double homicide. 

The RCMP have been in¬ 


vestigating Mersereau’s 
disappearance since he 
was last seen Oct. 31, 
1999, shortly after an ex¬ 
plosion at a car dealership 
in Bible Hill, at what has 
long been suspected to 
have been an attempt on 
his life. 

This is the first time po¬ 
lice have indicated 
Mersereau is deceased. All 
previous communication 
has referred to him as be¬ 
ing missing and while 
RCMP Sgt. Brigdit Leger 


would not comment on 
Lynds’ involvement with 
Mersereau’s disappear¬ 
ance, documents filed in 
provincial court clearly 
identify him as 
Mersereau’s killer. 

“Knowing that Jeffrey 
Albert Lynds had mur¬ 
dered Randall Armand 
Mersereau ...” the docu¬ 
ments against MacCabe 
say, “did assist” (Lynds) for 
the purpose of enabling 
(Lynds) to escape.”

A 61-year-old man who 
was operating a crane 
when it tipped upright 
Thursday was back on the 
job later the same day. 

Shortly after 9:30 a.m., 
the man was lifting a fork¬ 
lift on to the M.V. Holiday 
Island at the Irving-run 
Halifax Shipyard, said 
Maiy Keith, spokesperson 
for J.D. Irving. 

The 55-tonne crane 
tipped and the forklift 
submerged in the Halifax 
Harbour, she said. 

The man, who has 
worked at the shipyard for 
nearly 30 years, sustained 
bruises and was taken to 
hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries, said 
Keith. 

He was back to work 
that afternoon.

Keith said the incident 
has been reported to both 
the Nova Scotia Depart¬ 
ment of Labour and the 
Canadian Coast Guard.

Police are seeking the 
public’s assistance in find¬ 
ing a truck that struck and 
killed Valade Dec. 3, 2008. 

Shortly after 9 p.m., 35- 
year-old Valade was walk¬ 
ing through a parking lot 
at 6 Primrose St. when a 
white tractor-trailer cab 


struck her as it was pulling 
out of a parking spot. The 
truck continued out of the 
lot and turned right onto 
Victoria Road. 

It is not known whether 
or not the driver is aware 
that he or she struck 
Valade, according to police. 

Police are asking for in¬ 
formation about any 
trucks parked in that loca¬ 
tion around the time of the 
incident.

The chief of a Nova Scotia 
First Nation of 304 mem¬ 
bers defended her six-digit 
salaiy on Thursday amid a 
brewing controversy over 
the compensation given to 
aboriginal politicians, say¬ 
ing she has diverse respon¬ 
sibilities and a heavy 
workload. 

Shirley Clarke, who 
leads the Glooscap First 
Nation, confirmed she col¬ 
lected more than $243,000 
in 2008-09. 

“Our duties are vast,” 
Clarke told a news confer¬ 
ence. “They’re veiy vast 
here.” 

Clarke said she received 
annual compensation of 
$209,150 in 2008-09 and 
was reimbursed an addi¬ 
tional $34,000 in travel ex¬ 
penses. The compensation 
includes salary, housing 
support and honorariums. 


Promised changes 


► Shirley Clarke said she will 
now consult with other 
Mi'kmaq politicians in No¬ 
va Scotia about salaries 
and report back to the 
band in January. 

► She also promised to cre¬ 
ate a website where com¬ 
pensation figures will be 
posted. 

► "I work hard but I can 
always do better," she said. 

Her compensation fig¬ 
ure was among those ob¬ 
tained by the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation more 
than a week ago through 
access-to-information legis¬ 
lation. Nationally, the fig¬ 
ures showed 82 chiefs and 
councillors had compensa¬ 
tion packages that exceed¬ 
ed the prime minister’s 


annual salary of $317,574. 

Clarke defended the 
salaries of the band politi¬ 
cians. 

“Some of our people 
have several jobs. We have 
portfolios,” said Clarke, 
adding she sits on national 
committees and several 
Mi’kmaq health boards. 

The Mi’kmaq chief said 
that of her total compensa¬ 
tion and expenses, 
$152,930 comes from Ot¬ 
tawa, and $87,500 is from 
band revenues derived 
from sources such as the 
casino and store on the re¬ 
serve just outside 
Hantsport, N.S. 

Clarke said another 
elected councillor made 
$209,187 in compensation 
for her dual roles as coun¬ 
cillor and the band’s social 
development officer.

Mix-up kept inmates from provincial polls: Ombudsman 


Inmates in jails across Nova 
Scotia were unable to vote 
in last year’s provincial 
election because of a bu¬ 
reaucratic snafu, the 
province’s ombudsman re¬ 
vealed Thursday in an an¬ 
nual report that called for 
increased scrutiny of the 
corrections system. 


Dwight Bishop’s report 
says a correctional services 
worker alerted the om¬ 
budsman’s office about the 
problem on the day of the 
election, June 9, 2009. 

The chief electoral offi¬ 
cer responded by sajdng it 
was too late to set up 
polling booths in the 


province’s five jails, which 
house about 300 inmates. 

“There had been some 
mix-up in the process,” 
Bishop told a news confer¬ 
ence. “There was not a 
process in place that would 
enable them to vote at that 
time.” 

A subsequent investiga¬ 


tion revealed the province’s 
inmates never received an 
Elections Nova Scotia pam¬ 
phlet instructing them on 
how to cast a mail-in ballot. 

“Our investigation deter¬ 
mined ... slippage occurred 
and the information was 
not forwarded to correc¬ 
tional facilities in time for 


the election,” Bishops 
writes in his report. 

He confirmed Elections 
Nova Scotia, the provincial 
Justice Department and its 
correctional services 

branch have since drafted 
protocols describing voting 
procedures for offenders.

Several HRM construction 
projects were given a little 
breathing room Thursday. 

The deadline for the fed¬ 
eral government’s eco¬ 
nomic stimulus plan was 
pushed back by a construc¬ 
tion season. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper, 
speaking in Mississauga, 
Ont., said the move will al¬ 
low for the completion of a 
small number of projects. 

The new deadline is Oct. 
31, 2011 — instead of the 
end of March.

Peter Kelly said the stimu¬ 
lus program has done 
wonders for employment 
and getting infrastructure 
projects done in the HRM. 

there are four projects still 
underway in HRM. What 
will be appreciated most is 
the $10-11 million Ragged 
Lake tunnel project, which 
was running tight under 
deadline. 

There also two fire sta¬ 
tions being built, and city 
hall is currently getting a 
facelift, but those were not 
expected to have any dead¬ 


line issues. 

HRM was allotted $35 
million under the stimulus 
plan and Kelly said the mu¬ 
nicipality is using all of it. 

“All the projects will be 
complete, although this 
gives us some breathing 
room just in case,” Kelly 
said. 

Harper said the plan, 
announced in February 
2009, created 420,000 new 
jobs. However, a survey 
commissioned by the par- 
liamentaiy budget officer 
suggests it’s been a flop 
when it comes to job cre¬ 
ation.

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Rescuers die in Israeli forest fire 


O Guards were trying to evacuate Palestinian prisoners 
O Hot summer, dry fall led to blaze’s quick growth 


A bus evacuating people 
from a massive forest fire 
Thursday in northern Israel 
went up in flames, killing 
dozens of guards who were 
helping to rescue inmates 
from a prison, officials said. 

Fire officials said the 
blaze, which torched some 
800 acres and was one of 
the deadliest accidents in 
the country’s histoiy, re¬ 
mained out of control as 
nightfall arrived. 

“This is a disaster of un¬ 
precedented proportions,” 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said. He said the 
government was using all 


means at its disposal to con¬ 
tain the blaze. 

The fire in the northern 
Carmel region broke out 
around midday, and within 
hours, authorities were 
clearing the area of hun¬ 
dreds of residents, as well 
as Palestinian inmates from 
a prison. Diuing the evacua¬ 
tion, a bus from the prison 
went up in flames. TV 
footage showed the charred 
skeleton of the bus, with 
dozens of bodies l 5 dng on 
the ground. 

Yoram Levy, a 
spokesman for the national 
fire service, said some 40 


people were killed as a re¬ 
sult of the fire, most of 
them from the bus acci¬ 
dent. He said officials sus¬ 
pected the fire erupted 
after people were burning 
garbage. 

In a statement, Israel’s 
prison service said the bus 
was cariying guards “on 
their way to help in the res¬ 
cue activities” at the 
Damun prison. 

Eli Bin, a spokesman for 
the Mada rescue service, 
said just three people sur¬ 
vived the bus crash, and all 
suffered severe burns.

Canadians’ O Stay pressures government to expedite appeal process 


[ Summer appeal] 

A schedule worked out by 
lawyer Alan Young, repre¬ 
senting sex-trade workers, 
and government lawyers 
says an appeal will be 
heard in the summer. 

► It will likely end up before 
the Supreme Court. Young 
believes Justice Susan 
Himel's decision will stand. 

► "The only really important 
issue right now is whether 
the law is going to be 
applied in the short term ” 
Young said. 

► "These laws are necessary 
ito protect not only the in¬ 
dividuals ... but the commu¬ 
nities as well," Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson 
said. 


Sex-trade workers will 
one day be able to legally 
provide for their families 
and work in Canada with¬ 
out fear of violence, advo¬ 
cates predicted Thursday, 
even as Ontario’s top 
court kept prostitution 
laws in place for now. 

A landmark court nil- 
ing striking down three 
key prostitution laws was 
put on hold until April 29, 
giving the federal and 
provincial governments 
time to appeal. 

Dominatrix Terri-Jean 
Bedford, one of the three 
sex-trade workers at the 
heart of this case, said 
outside court yesterday 
that she is confident they 
will win in the end. 

But she suggested 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is hiding behind 
the courts on the con¬ 


tentious issue, and chal¬ 
lenged him to “fight like a 
man." 

“He can withdraw this 
appeal at any moment 
and change the law 
through Parliament,” she 
said. 

“His silence means that 
he does not know what to 
do and is not concerned 
about the violence against 
women." 

Harper was asked 
about Bedford’s com¬ 
ments after he made an 
unrelated announcement 
and seemed tickled. 

“I’ve never been called 
upon to respond to a dom¬ 
inatrix before." he said 
with a smirk. 

Harper said the govern¬ 
ment supports the laws 
and his government looks 
forward to fighting on ap¬ 
peal to keep them on the 


books. 

Bedford said she will 
continue to fight for the 
safety of other women. 

“The only people who 
benefit from this law 
right now are tax evaders 
and organized crime,” she 
said. 

“The women need to be 
able to call the police 
when they’re beat up by 
the pimps and the Johns. 
As it stands right now 
they can’t. They can’t 
press charges because 
they’re carted to jail along 
with (the assailants).” 

Prostitution was not il¬ 
legal in Canada, but the 
court struck down three 
provisions that criminal¬ 
ized most aspects of pros¬ 
titution. Criminal Code 
offences dealing with peo¬ 
ple under 18 are not af¬ 
fected.

The discoveiy of a strange 
bacteria that uses arsenic 
as one of its nutrients 
widens the scope for find¬ 
ing new forms of life on 
Earth and beyond. 

Researchers discovered 
the bacteria on Earth, but 
say it shows life has possi¬ 
bilities beyond the major 
essential elements. 

“This organism has 
dual capability. It can 
grow with either phospho¬ 
rous or arsenic.

Shaw calls 
for online 
regulation 

Telecom company Shaw 
Communications is call¬ 
ing on the CRTC to reg¬ 
ulate certain aspects of 
the Internet to protect 
Canadian broadcasting. 

The cable carrier, 
broadcaster and 
Internet provider told a 
Commons heritage 
committee Thursday 
that online movie 
providers Netflix, Hulu 
and video site Google 
TV are undermining 


Canadian broadcasters’ 
ability to pay for domes¬ 
tic content. 

Shaw executives said 
the Calgary-based com¬ 
pany, which recently 
bought Canwest Global, 
pays about $150 million 
a year for local content 
and to support Canadi¬ 
an producers through 
the Canadian Media 
Fund. 

But Netflix, Hulu, 
Google TV and others 
can distribute similar 
programming without 
any responsibilities to 
generate Canadian 
content, or pay into the 
fund that supports 
Canadian producers, 
actors, writers and 
directors.

What do media moguls, 
cheese-makers and New 
Brunswick industrialists 
have in common? They’ve 
amassed enough family 
money to land them 
among the top 10 wealthi¬ 
est Canadians. 

The Thomson clan, 
owners of the Thomson- 
Reuters media empire, are 
the richest people in Cana¬ 
da with a family fortune of 
$23.36 billion according to 
Canadian Business Maga¬ 
zine’s list of the “100 rich¬ 
est Canadians.” 

New Brunswick indus¬ 
trialists James, Arthur and 
the late Jack Irving came 
in at No. 3 with net worth 
of $7.46 billion, while the 
media barons in the 
Rogers family sit in fourth 
place with $6.02 billion. 

Quebec cheese-makers 


the Saputo family rank 
ninth with $3.52 billion, 
while brothers Fred and 
Ron Mannix, who founded 
Calgary’s Mancal Group, 
round out the top 10 with 
$3.18 billion. 

The highest ranking in¬ 
dividual on the list is 
Loblaws owner Galen We¬ 
ston, whose $8.5 billion 
fortune landed him in sec¬ 
ond place. Spots five 
through eight went to Van¬ 
couver’s Jim Pattison with 
$5.53 billion. Power Corp. 
chief executive Paul Des- 
marais with $4.28 billion, 
pharmaceutical magnate 
Bernard Sherman with 
$3.94 billion and original 
eBay employee Jeff Skoll 
with $3.56 billion. 

The list also contained 
some surprising moves. 

David Azrieli, founder 


of Montreal building com¬ 
pany Canpro Investments, 
saw his net worth decline 
21 per cent to $2.93 bil¬ 
lion. 

Research in Motion 
founders Mike Lazaridis 
and Jim Balsillie also suf¬ 
fered financial losses this 
year. Balsillie recorded the 
survey’s largest drop in 
personal wealth, the maga¬ 
zine said, falling from 16th 
to 30th place with a for¬ 
tune of $1.81 billion. 

Gonversely, Lululemon 
Athletica founder Chip 
Wilson registered the most 
dramatic financial gains 
this year, increasing his 
fortune by 66 per cent.

The UN weather agency 
says this year is “almost 
certain” to rank among the 
three hottest years on 
record. 

And 2001-10 is undoubt¬ 
edly the warmest 10-year 
period since the beginning 
of weather records in 1850, 
the agency said Thursday. 

Data from the World 
Meteorological 
Organization released at 
UN climate negotiations 
confirmed a warming 
trend that has gone on for 
decades, which scientists 
attribute to man-made pol¬ 
lution trapping heat in the 
atmosphere. 

WMO secretaiy general 
Michel Jarraud said this 
year’s temperatures 
through October were at 


near-record levels. Data for 
November and December 
will be analyzed in early 
2011, but were expected to 
be slightly cooler than nor¬ 
mal. Still, there is a “signifi¬ 
cant possibihty 2010 could 
be the warmest,” Jarraud 
told reporters. The two oth¬ 
er extraordinary years 
were 1998 and 2005. 
Jarraud said these three 
steaming years were with¬ 


in a fraction of a degree — 
0.02 C — of each other. 

This year also saw star¬ 
tling weather events: A 
deadly summer heat wave 
in Russia with 
temperatmes in Moscow 
soaring to a record 38.2 C. 
Devastating floods in Pak¬ 
istan were part of the same 
weather anomaly, Jarraud 
said.

After earning international 
acclaim — and an Academy 
Award — for his dark Cold 
War drama and debut film 
The Lives of Others, Ger¬ 
man-born director Florien 
Henckel von Donnersmar- 
ck wanted to tiy a slightly 
different change of pace.

You’re credited with writing 
the film, along with two other 
writers. Can you take us 
through the process of each 
writer^s contribution? 

Since so much of it was be¬ 
fore I came on board, I 
don’t really know. I read a 
script that Julian Fellowes, 
Christopher McQuarrie 
and, I think, three or four 
others had contributed to. 
Or four or five others. I 
mean, it was massive. And 
still it was a script that no¬ 
body — and I’m sure those 
two actors — would have 
been happy with. It was 
just one of those scripts 
that had been developed in¬ 
to so many different direc¬

tions under so many dif¬ 
ferent influences. You 
could tell that it was 
slightly somehow a schiz¬ 
ophrenic script. 

What were your biggest 
changes to the script when 
you took it on? 

I wanted to make it into a 
true love story between 


these people, and I also 
wanted people to think 
throughout the whole 
film, “Is this guy the per¬ 
son they’re looking for or 
not?” And for them to flip 
back and forth. For this 
not to be a film that some¬ 
how a surprise comes out 
of nowhere at the end, 
but for it to really be a 
constant cat-and-mouse 
game. And then it was al¬ 
so shaping in the charac¬ 
ters, giving them a kind 
of humour and humanity. 

The finished film has a dis¬ 
tinct sense of fun to it. 

The interesting thing, 
when I screened a rough 
cut for the first time, for 
some people, it played re¬ 
ally well, but it played too 


much like a comedy. Peo¬ 
ple were laughing so 
much, and then I realized 
I’d gone a little too far in 
that whole kind of come¬ 
dy thing. So I actually 
started cutting out a lot of 
the humour. ... I don’t 
want people to be laugh¬ 
ing in this film, I want 
them to be smiling. 

I noticed there are hardly 
any other women on screen 
besides Angelina Jolie. 

There’s not a single other 
female speaking on 
screen. I feel she’s so scin¬ 
tillating and exciting as a 
woman, it’s hard for oth¬ 
er women to really be 
able to shine next to her. 
... She’s enough woman 
for an entire film.

Franco 
reaches new

Danny Boyle’s first film 
since Slumdog Millionaire 
earned a reputation for 
shock on the festival 
circuit where several audi¬ 
ence members were 
dragged from the theater 
after fainting. A plot S 5 m- 
opsis will explain why: the 


film is about the true story 
of Aron Ralston who in 
2003 was trapped in a 
canyon for 5 days and was 
forced cut off his own arm 
to survive. Yes, the film is 
a grisly recreation of that 
painful reality, but it’s also 
eveiy bit as pulse-pound¬ 
ing and uplifting as Slum- 
dog. Frankly, it’s a better 
movie too. 

James Franco stars as 
Ralston and gives the best 
performance of his career, 
guiding the audience 
through the ordeal with a 
mixture of charm and raw 
emotion. Boyle does a re¬ 
markable job of keeping 
his one-man show tense 


and entertaining, using 
every directorial trick he’s 
compiled over the years 
and an unrelenting sound¬ 
track. 

127 Hours is a remark¬ 
able work of survival hor¬ 
ror with an inspirational 
bent and slick style that 
elevates it above most en¬ 
tries in that genre. Even if 
the concept seems intimi¬ 
dating, it’s worth the gru¬ 
eling experience. Boyle 
and Franco’s work is so 
strong that even the most 
squeamish member of the 
audience will be cheering 
for that damn arm to 
come off.

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BALLET TRANSLATES WELL TO BIG SCREEN

B allet is inher¬ 
ently dramatic 
so it is no 
wonder the 
movies have 
frequently 
looked to pointe shoes 
and bun heads for inspira¬ 
tion. The first ballet 
moves captured on film 
were likely in turn-of-the- 
last-century animated 
films of Alexander 
Shiryaev, whose crude but 
beautiful films used draw¬ 
ings and puppets as an 
early form of dance nota¬ 
tion. 

Since then the movies 
have been dancing with 
the stars. Everyone from 
legendary performers like 
Mikhail Baryshnikov to 
gifted amateurs like 
Natalie Portman, who 
plays a beautiful but trou¬ 
bled ballerina in this 
weekend’s dark drama 
Black Swan, have done a 
cinematic grand jete or 
two. 

The most classic ballet 
movie has to be The Red 
Shoes. The 1948 classic in¬ 
terweaves on and off stage 
action to tell the story of a 


ballerina pulled between 
two men — a composer 
who loves her and an im¬ 
presario who wants to 
make her a star. The 
British Film Institute la¬ 
beled it one of “the best 
British films ever” and 
the movie inspired Kate 
Bush’s song and album of 
the same name. 


The Red Shoes was 
nominated for four 
Oscars and took home a 
pair, which is two more 
than our next ballet film, 
even though it was nomi¬ 
nated for eleven. The 
Turning Point (which ties 
The Color Purple for most 
nominations with no 
wins) starred Shirley 


MacLaine and Anne Ban¬ 
croft as life long rivals; 
one who left the ballet to 
become a wife and moth¬ 
er, the other who stayed 
and became a star. 
Audrey Hepburn, Doris 
Day and Grace Kelly were 
all offered the lead roles, 
but turned them down. 
After seeing the movie 


Hepburn regretted her 
decision. “That was the 
one film,” she said, “that 
got away from me.” 

There are dozens of 
Hollj^ood ballet movies. 
It’s almost tutu much 
(you had to know that 
pun was coming); White 
Nights, Center Stage 
(with Avatar’s Zoe 
Saldana), Billy Elliot, The 
Company (made with the 
cooperation of the Joffrey 
Ballet) and even the 
South Korean horror film 
Wishing Stairs feature 
stories about fictional 
ballet dancers, but there 
are many interesting bal¬ 
let documentaries as 
well. 

The history of the Bal¬ 
let Russe of Monte Carlo 
is touchingly and lovingly 
told in Ballets Russes, an 
intimate documentary fo¬ 
cused on the founders of 
modern ballet. Also fasci¬ 
nating is La danse — Le 
ballet de TOpera de Paris, 
director Frederick Wise¬ 
man’s fly-on-the-wall 
look at the production of 
seven ballets by the Paris 
Opera Ballet. 


Tarantino served 
up and roasted

He didn’t disappoint, 
covering ground that 
would make Richard Piyor 
blush — and offering no 
apologies. 

“Pretty much what peo¬ 
ple say about Hostel 2, I 
want them to say about my 
speech,” Roth said refer¬ 
ring to his 2007 horror 
flick. 

Roth ripped the Wein¬ 
stein’s — filmmakers Har¬ 
vey and Bob — who were 
sitting on the dais, joked 
about dead comic Greg Gi- 
raldo and poked fun at 
Tarantino’s physical ap¬ 
pearance. He also alluded 
to Tarantino’s alleged foot 
fetish sa 5 dng, “Quentin’s 
got a bigger collection of 
women’s shoes than 
Dachau.” 

Joining Roth at the event 
in New York was Sarah Sil¬ 
verman, Uma Thurman, 
Brett Ratner and roastmas- 
ter Samuel L. Jackson, who 


referred to the pack as a 
“true collection of freaks.” 
Then he thanked Jim Hen¬ 
son, creator of The Mup- 
pets, for designing 
Tarantino’s face, and 
kicked off the show. 

Originally scheduled for 
October, the roast was post¬ 
poned because of the death 
of Tarantino’s longtime 
film editor and close friend 
Sally Menke. Freddie Ro¬ 
man of the Friar’s Club said 
he feared the change in 
dates would lead to a lower 
turnout, but it seemed to 
have the opposite effect. 

The event packed the 
Hilton ballroom, drawing a 


record-setting crowd of 
nearly 2,300. That’s un¬ 
precedented for the frater¬ 
nal organization. 

While some of the acts 
were clearly funny, others 
were not as engaging.

First the Cleveland fans 
had their say, then LeBron 
James answered. 

James led a 16-0 first-

James sat on the bench

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Heatley lets 
his game do 
the talking 

O Former Senators star has assist in return to Ottawa, helps 
Sharks win O Doesn’t elaborate on reason for wanting out 


Dany Heatley expected 
Senators fans to let him 
have it in his return to Ot¬ 
tawa, and he wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed. 

The San Jose forward 
was booed and serenaded 
with chants of “Heatley 
sucks” the moment he 
stepped on the ice at Sco- 
tiabank Place Thursday for 
the pre-game warm-up be¬ 
fore the Sharks took on 
the Senators. 

As the seats filled for 
the start of the game, 
those chants continued in¬ 
to the first period along 
with a chorus of boos 
eveiy time No. 15 touched 
the puck. But Heatley did 
get the last laugh Thurs¬ 
day, collecting one assist as 
his Sharks blanked the 
Senators 4-0. 

When Ottawa forward 
Jason Spezza knocked 
Heatley to the ice early on, 
it drew a loud cheer from 
the crowd. 

There was some varia¬ 
tion to the crowd’s dis¬ 
pleasure as chants of 
“traitor” were thrown into 
the mix. They also started 


to boo whenever Heatley 
came near the puck. 

Heatley, however, still 
isn’t shedding much light 
on his reasons for wanting 
out of Ottawa in the first 
place. He insisted again 
Thursday that his depar¬ 
ture was about nothing 
more than wanting a 
change after sensing that 
his role diminished during 
his four seasons with the 
team. 

That explanation has 
never sat well with Ottawa 
fans, who have made him 
a target for their scorn 
ever since. 

“I felt it was best to 
move on,” Heatley said af¬ 
ter the morning skate. 

“It’s not like I woke up 
one day and decided to do 
it. I felt that way for a long 
time my last season here. I 
did talk a lot with the peo¬ 
ple in charge here at that 
time and at the end I 
didn’t think it could be re¬ 
solved.” 

While Heatley says he 
has no regrets about the 
Sept. 12, 2009, deal that 
sent him to San Jose for Mi¬ 


lan Michalek, Jonathan 
Cheechoo and a second- 
round draft pick, he ad¬ 
mits he no longer listens to 
the rumours and innuendo 
about the matter. 

Many in Ottawa still be¬ 
lieve that Heatley’s reasons 
for requesting the trade 
run much deeper than just 
needing a change. 

“Those are fans and 
some of the media that 
chose to be that way,” he 
said. “The media has a job 
to do; fans can say what 
they want. Some media do 
their job and some are a 
little overboard, but that’s 
the way it is.” 

He adds that he’s been 
through this before and 
that once the game starts, 
all the external issues no 
longer matter. 

“ft is what it is,” said 
Heatley. “I’m happy to see 
a lot of people in this 
town. I met a lot of great 
people during my time 
here and the people that 
cast me as a villain that’s 
fine. I’m just going to go 
out there and play hock¬ 
ey.”
